“It is the blood that maketh an atonement for the soul.” 


—w ev, 17:11. 


Every man should be able to 
give a reason for the hope that 
is in him; and I do not believe 
the man lives who can give a rea- 
son for his hope beyond the grave, 
who is a stranger to the blood of 
Christ. I am often told that I 
make the plan of salvation - too 
easy, and that it is folly to say 
that men can be saved by trusting 
simply to His atoning blood. I 
do not wish any one to believe 
what I say, if it is not according 
to Scripture; and the best way 
is just to turn up the Bible and 
see what it says. 


The first portion of Scripture I 
would call your attention to is 
from the very first book.-ef--the 
Bible. In Genesis 3:21, you find, 
“Unto Adam also and to his wife 
did the Lord God make coats of 
skins, and clothed them.” 


In this verse we get the first 
glimpse of blood. Certainly God 
could not have clothed Adam and 
Eve with the skins of beasts un- 
less He had shed blood. It was. 
a case of the innocent slain fo 
the guilty. It may be that this 
was a type, away back in Eden, 
of Christ the coming One, of the 
Sacrifice to be slain; and Adam 
might have said to his wife; 
“Well, even though God has driv- 
en us out of Eden, He loves us, 
and this coat is a token of His 
love.” 

Someone has said that God put 
a lamp of promise into his hand 
before He’ .drevye.him out: “The 
seed of the woman shall bruise 
the head of the serpent.”

Bible Command

The October issue of HIS, the 
official magazine of Inter-Varsity 
Christian Fellowship, carried an 
article, “With Billy Graham at 
Yale,” by Robert A, Raines, whom 
the magazine identifies as follows: 

Robert A. Raines, B. A. 

(Yale), B. D. (Yale Divinity 

School), Fullbright scholar at 

Cambridge U., is a Methodist 

minister near Cleveland, Ohio. 


As an undergraduate, Mr. 
Raines won letters in foot- 
ball and hockey, was Phi 
Beta Kappa. During two 
years in the Navy at the 
close. of World War II, the 
author decided to become a 


minister. 

In the course of the article, the 
Rev. Mr. Raines identifies himseif 
as one of the “12 clergymen as- 
sociated with Yale either as alum- 
ni or as previous participants in 
organized religious life on the 
Yale eampus,’”’ who was. invited 
to assist Graham during his mis- 
sion at the University. He was 
located in one of the ten resident 
colleges—“really a glorified dorm- 
itory on the University campus.”’ 

Mr. Raines admits that he had 
been brought up in aéechurch 
where an “unashamed commit- 
ment was decidedly not practiced, 
where revivals in general were 
locked down upon as in bad 
taste.” He further makes it clear 
that his academic training was 
such that his “immediate incli- 
nation was to suspicion |sic} such 
outward show of commitment to 
Christ, to question its authentici- 
ty and this method of bringing 
persons to self-surrender to 
Christ.” 

This then is the kind of man, 
who by training and background, 
was to “assist” Dr. Graham at 
Yale. 


Says Liberal Unbelief in Bible 
Doesn’t Matter: All Brothers 


The article ends as follows: 
“And we came to understand in 
a way perhaps never so clear be- 
fore, that though we differed with 
Graham on points of theology, 
though our backgrounds were far 
different, when we gathered to- 
gether around Christ, we knew 
ourselves to be His disciples and 
therefore brothers. We_ experi- 
enced the truth of Paul’s phrase: 
‘In Christ there is no Jew or 
Greek, no male or female, no 
slave or free’—and we might have 
added, ‘no conservative or liberal, 
no theologian or evangelist.’ In 
Christ, we are truly one in Spirit 
and in. faith.” 

Thus in his own words one of 
the “assistant ministers” testifies 
that the Billy Graham ministry 


at Yale brought him to the reali- 
zation that though men differed 
with Dr. Graham's theology, they 
knew themselves to be Christ’s 
disciples and therefore brothers 
when they gathered  togethei 
around Christ. 

This statement alone does not 
sound too bad. The most orthodox 
and fundamental Christian will be 
quick to agree that men may dlf- 
fer in the interpretation of some 


‘passages in the Word of God and 


will, therefore, have different doc- 
trinal. viewpoints, while standing 
together firmly in defense of the 
divine inspiration and authority of 
the Bible and agreeing on that es- 
sential and primary truth. 

All who accept the authority 
and inspirationeof God’s Word will 
agree on certain things. There is 
no room for difference of inter- 
pretation here—the Scripture is 
too clear and explicit for that. No 
man can aceept the Bible as God's 
Word and question the virgin 
birth or the deity of our Lord Je- 
sus. Christ, His vicarious atone- 
ment for sin through His death, 
as He shed His blood on the cross, 
the resurrection of His body from 
the tomb. All those who believe 
that the Bible is the inspired 
Word of God will agree that all 
men are sinners, condemned and 
lost, and that the only way of 
salvation is faith in the finished 
work of Jesus Christ. They will 
agree on the necessity of a new 
birth, in the reality of Heaven and 
Hell and judgment. 

But Mr. Raines makes it clear 
that he is not speaking about this 
sort of fellowship among Bible be- 
lievers, for in his very last para- 
graph he dares go so far as to 
add to the Word of God (which 
he incorrectly “quotes,” from the 
Revised Standard Version), “We 
experienced the truth of Paul's 
phrase: ‘In Christ there is no Jew 
or Greek, no male or female, no 
slave or free’-—and we might have 
added, ‘no conservative or liberal, 
no theologian or evangelist.’ In 
Christ, we are truly one in Spirit 
and in faith.”

VI. Our English Bible Is a Trustworthy Translation 
of God’s Infallible Scripture 


Of course, when we speak of verbal inspiration of the 
Bible we mean the original manuscripts, as men wrote 
nearly all the Old Testament in Hebrew, and wrote the New 
Testament in Greek. And it is true that we do not have those 
original manuscripts now, But the manuscripts were so 
carefully copied, and we have so many, many manuscripts, 
and the manuscripts have been so carefully translated, that 
we can be sure that we have a trustworthy, reliable trans- 
lation in English, and in other languages. 

It will not be hard for you to check this for yourself, 
if you will simply get different reputable translations of 
the Bible and compare them. I have on my shelves the 
King James Version, the American Standard Version, the 
Revised Standard Version, John Wesley’s translation of the 
New Testament, Young’s Literal translation of the New 
Testament, William’s translation, the Catholic Confraternity 
translation, Weymouth’s translation, and a number of 
others. You may leave out Phillips’ Letters to Young Church- 
es and his translations of other books in the New Testament 
because they are a sorry paraphrase and are not literally 
translations at all. They are not reliable. But if you take the 
standard translations of the Bible, you will find that they 
are almost word for word the same, chapter after chapter 
after chapter. Modern translations may use “you” instead 
of “thou” and “thee.” Where the King James Version may 
use the word “let” which originally meant to hinder, so a 
newer version may use the word “hinder.” But in any 
standard and reliable translation there will be not a particle 
of difference in doctrine, and only slight difference in 
actual wording. The new Revised Standard Version we do 
not recommend because it was translated by modernists who 
had a bias against the deity of Christ. And so, without 
enough scholarly justification, and going against the best 
translators of all the past, they translated Isaiah 7:14 
prophesying the virgin birth of Christ as “Behold, a young 
woman shall conceive and bear a son... .” instead of “Behold, 
a virgin shall conceive and bear a son...’” as it is in our 
King James Version. It is true that changing the word to 
“young woman” is not justified by scholarship, but in this 
case was brought about by a bias against the deity of Christ. 
I think that I can show any scholarly person from the He- 
brew Scriptures that the Hebrew word “almah,” here used, 
means “virgin” and ought to be so translated. But even so, 
a young woman might be a virgin, and in the New Testa- 
ment it is clearly and explicitly stated in both Matthew and 
Luke that Jesus was born of a virgin. And this scripture 
from Isaiah 7:14 is quoted in Matthew 1:23, and there even 
in the Revised Standard Version, the evidence was so over- 
whelming that they were compelled to put it as God’s own 
inspired translation of the Old Testament, “Behold, a virgin 
shall conceive and bear a son...” 


You see, even in this matter, it seems that God has 
made it so that people cannot go wrong if they want to 
know what the Bible really says in the original. 

Scholars tell us that not more than one word in ten 
thousand in the New Testament, for example, is even ques- 
tioned, and not any doctrine is changed a particle in any 
translation. We have in our hands, in a-standard English 
translation, the reliable, trustworthy Word of God. It is in 
English instead of Hebrew and Greek, but it is 
Word of God. 

Unbelievers sometimes try to teach that with fr 
copying and without having in hand the original manu- 
scripts, we could not be sure of what those original manu- 
scripts said. But the Dead Sea Scrolls, recently discovered in 
Palestine, give us a manuscript of Isaiah and other parts of 
the Old Testament many hundreds of years older than any 
other manuscript we have had. And we are delighted to

Unforgettable Visit to 
Bob Jones U.

Our first visit to Bob Jones 
University campus was one of the 
most enjoyable experiences of life. 
We can understand why Christian 
leaders refer to this. school as 
“The World’s Most Unusual Uni- 
versity.” Here are 200 acres of 
dedicated ground given over to a 
philosophy of education and life 
that combines ‘‘evangelism, cul- 


ture, high academic standards andj 


Christian discipline.” 

Their courtesy and friendliness 
nearly killed me. Never have we 
seen sO many smiles and heard 
so many greetings. The student 
body is united, happy, and ob- 
viously enjoying themselves com- 
pletely. I never met any student 
who was not enthusiastic about 
the university. We enjoyed the 
thrill of speaking before 3,000 
each time in the beautiful audi- 
torium. Last Wednesday, as we 
addressed the convocation on ““The 
Evils of Ecumenical Evangelism,” 
we estimated not less than 3,500 
crowded the auditorium and plat- 
form. 

The dining room covers nearly 
a square block. The fine arts 
building, museum, and art gal- 
lery are outstanding. They have 
ea hospital on the campus, a high 
school with 300 students, an in- 
fluential commercial radio station, 


plus other unusual features. 

The grounds are constantly pa- 
trolled by campus policemen in 
uniform. No griping is allowed 
here, though. “constructive criti- 
cism” is appreciated. No cigarette 
butts or other worldly debris is 
seen on campus. We were thrilled 
with the sight of nearly 1,000 boys 
studying for the ministry. 

The students have over 600 
cars on the campus, but at 6 p. m. 
gates are closed and no others 
are allowed. The university has 
400 faculty and staff members. 
The school owns 40 cars. The light 
vellow buildings make one of the 
prettiest sights imaginable. 

This is the only school we know 
with specific provisions to close 
up shop if it ever departs from 
the faith of its founders. These 
students are schooled in the im- 
portance of a fundamental Gos- 
pel, a separatist testimony, and a 
disciplined approach to life. Here 
is a school where fundamentalists 
are honored. 

We rejoice in the firm lead- 
ership which Dr. Bob Jones has 
given. This is one of the most 
convincing miracles of God’s grace 
and power we have seen in these 
days. Let us pray for the dis- 
tinguished president of this uni- 
versity. 
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Earle FE. Williams, president of 
Sacred Records, Inc., has recently 
announced a unique Bible study 
project.

Each side of the 
record plays 24 minutes. 

Dr. Harold Lindsell secured the 
co-operation of 30 well-known 
Bible teachers in the nation to pre- 
sent the different phases of study 
on record. 

Mr. John Rock is in charge of 
the Audio Bible Studies program. 
The new offices and warehouse are 
located at 7351 North Hamlin 
Street, Chicago.

It is one of those 
that is really too good to be true 
—but true or not, such a good 
story with such a good lesson I 
know it will be passed on and re- 
peated many times. 
_ There are many ways of mak- 
ing music. To make music is the 
important thing—-for it’s the song 


in the heart that counts. Some 
people make music, as Antonio 
did, by whittling. Some make it 
by baking cakes, or writing 
poems. The important thing is 


that in our own way, We all find 
a way to express the song in our 
heart that Jesus has put there. 
Anyone can make some kind of 
music! 


“They Considered Not the 
Miracle” 


One of the most dramatic and 
spectacular things. that Jesus did 
was to feed the five thousand, in 
a desert place, from a small boy’s 
lunch of five loaves and two fish- 
es. This has always been one of 
the most wonderful of stories, 
thrilling at every reading, Chil- 
dren always enjoy it, and it is an 
mpressive demonstration of the 
power of Christ. 

Today I was reading that story 
again, in Mark, chapter 6, and I 
noticed an amazing thing. I don't 
remember ever having seen it be- 
fore, or hearing it mentioned. 
(Such is the wonder of our God- 
breathed Bible that each reading 
shows us something new and mar- 
velous!) 

Did you ever wonder about the 
reaction of the disciples? They 
were certainly in a position to be 
impressed; after this wonderful 
miracle, where all were filled and 
the disciples took up twelve bas- 
kets full of fragments. It had been 
1 busy, frustrating day for them. 
I think they were somewhat ir- 
ritated by the crowd in the first 
place, as they had tried to get off 
alone with the Lord, and had gone 
to the desert place “privately.” 
Then Jesus had compassion on the 
people, and instead of listening 
to the report the disciples were so 
anxious to give (“what they had 
done, and what they had taught,” 
verse 30 says), Jesus taught the 
people who had gathered. Finally 
the disciples boldly asked Jesus 
to send the people away, to eat, 
and Jesus answered, “Give ye 
them to eat.” This must have 
seemed a real imposition to them, 
as they answered, “Shall we go 
and buy two hundred pennyworth 
of bread and give them to eat?” 
So Jesus took the situation in 
hand, took the five loaves and two 
fishes and fed the multitude. 

Now, what do you suppose the 
disciples’ reaction was to all this? 
Were they tremendously § im- 
pressed by Jesus’ power? Were 
they made ashamed of their own 
lack of faith? Were they encour- 
aged to carry the message to oth- 


ers?

find that the text of this old manuscript which has been 
hidden for more than two thousand years, shows that it is 
almost exactly identical with the Masoretic text that we 
already have. 


Sometimes a copyist might make a mistake. He might 
use “a” instead of “the,” or he might use the plural form 
instead of a singular form. Men are subject to mistakes. 
But if we have, say, fifteen hundred or two thousand manu- 
scripts, of that part of the Bible, each one copied by hand 
and many centuries old, and if five or ten, or thirty of these 
manuscripts have the mistake, it is very easily recognized 
because the other manuscripts will not have that change, 
that error. 


The Bible has been translated in every principal lan- 
guage and dialect in the world. But now for nearly two 
thousand years the Old and New Testaments have been 
spread around the world and it has been so carefully copied, 
and we have so many manuscripts to check from, and the 
scholars have spent lifetimes of study to verify these truths, 
so that every common Christian can thank God that He 
has in hand the very Word of God itself. There can be-no 
doubt about any principal fact or doctrine in the whole 
Bible, and very rarely is any important word even ques- 
tioned, as to whether it is exactly the word representing 
what God said. 


But on this matter of the reliability of the translations 
and the question as to whether or not we have the trust- 
worthy and true Word of God, we are not left to depend 
upon men. For God has promised that He Himself will take 
care of His Word. 


For example, in Matthew 5:18 Jesus said, “For verily 
I say unto you, Till heaven and earth pass, one Jot or one 
tittle shall in no wise pass, from the law [the Old Testament, 
particularly the Pentateuch], till all be fulfilled.” Note that 
God has guaranteed the preservation of His Word! 


The same thing is stated in the words of Jesus in Mat- 
thew 24:35, ‘Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my 
words shall not pass away.”’ Jesus is talking about the very 
words. Those words are immortal and eternal. They shall 
not pass away, He promised. Blessed promise! Tre Lord 
Jesus guarantees that His words will be preserved. 


Is not that part of the meaning also in John -10:35 
when Jesus says, “. .. and the scripture cannot be broken’? 
Satan would like to have destroyed Jesus and sent Herod to 
kill Jesus when He was a baby. But he could not sueceed. 
And Satan hates the Word of God and would like to destroy 
it, but he cannot succeed. There is part of the nature of 
God, the supernatural, miraculous, eternal, in the Bible 
itself. 

But the Scriptures we have mentioned are only part 
of God’s wonderful promises about the preservation of His 
Word. In Isaiah 40:8 we read, ‘“The grass withereth, the 
flower fadeth: but the word of our God shall stand for 
ever.” In I Peter 1:23-25 the above Scripture from Isaiah 
40:8 is quoted and additional promises given as follows: 

“Being born again, not of corruptible seed, but of in- 
corruptible, by the word of God, which liveth and abideth 
for ever. For all flesh is as grass, and all the glory of man 
as the flower of grass. The grass withereth, and the flower 
thereof falleth away: But the word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. And this is the word which by the gospel is preach- 
ed unto you.” 

Notice that the Bible is called “ineorruptible seed.’’ We 
are told that the seed is “the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth for ever.” Then verse 25 quotes again the 
blessed statement, “But the word of the Lord endureth for 


ever.” The Bible is incorruptible. It cannot decay. The forces: 


which make other literature out of date or drop it from 
sight or cause it to be corrupted, cannot succeed with the 
immortal Word of God! It is incorruptible. It abidetii forever, 

And here is the proud boast of God on this matter, 
“And this is the word which by the gospel is preached 
unto you”! 

Is it not sweet to know that God Himself has guaran- 
teed that His Word cannot be corrupted, cannot fail? 

If one copyist makes an error in copying the Scripture, 
God will see that others do not corrupt the text and that 
the truth comes out. If some preacher preaches the Word 
wrongly, God will see that someone else preaches it aright. 
If one translator puts his own bias into the translation, as 
modernists do, God will see that others translate it cor- 
rectly and that the Word of God is preserved. So is His 
promise. 

Psalm 119, by far the longest chapter in the Bible with 
176 verses, is all about the Word of God. In that chapter, 
verse 89 says, “For ever, O Lord, thy word is settled in 
heaven.” 

That reminds us that in the archives at Washington 
there are weights and measures which by the finest human 
standards are perfect. There is a perfect inch, a perfect

Spirit and in faith.” Here is a 
clear-cut example of how Billy 
Graham is breaking down the 
lines between those who believe 
the Bible is God’s Word and those 
who do not, and how he is con- 
vincing men that it makes no dif- 
ference what they believe as long 
as they make some sort of ‘‘com- 
mitment to Christ.” 

Men talk glibly of Christ and of 
getting together around Him. The 
question is, What sort of Christ 
are they talking about? Men can 
find salvation only in the Christ 
of the Bible, who is the only be- 
gotten of the Father, full.of grace 
and truth—very God of very God, 
the Lamb of God, and the cruci- 
fied risen Saviour. 

This Christ is revealed in the 
Word of God, and.a Bible-denying 
liberal and a Bible-believing con- 
servative cannot get together and 
be one in Spirit and in truth, be- 
cause they cannot know the same 
Christ, and they are not born of 
the same Spirit. 


“His” Admits Bible Teaches

Thewsame issue of HIS. carried: 
a rather strange and decidedly il 
logical editorial seeking to explain 


and justify the co-operation of the 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship 
with Billy Graham’s New York 
Crusade. HIS admits that this 
support has caused some people 
to withdraw their support of In- 
ter-Varsity Christian Fellowship 
and says: 


These are sincere people, 
true Christians. And we can- 
not lightly bypass the position 
they present. In brief that po- 
sition is as follows: 

God tells us in His Word 
that the Lord’s people are to 
carry on the Lord’s work with 
the Lord’s money. In addition 
to Billy Graham’s policy being 
unbiblical, they say, it is con- 
fusing to invite all shades of 
belief into an evangelistie ef- 
fort—or any other distinctly 
Christian effort, for that mat- 
ter. 

The editor of HIS acknowil- 
edges that “in general, we associ- 
ate ourselves with churches where 
the Bible is believed and taught,” 
and concedes that “any satisfac- 
tory answer must admit that the 
Bible does teach, by precept and 
example, that Christians are to do 
the work of the Lord without 
seeking the support or sponsor- 
ship of non-Christians.” 

At the same time, the editor 
finds himself. “confronted with 
the obvious work of Ged’s Spirit 
in New York City, at Yale, in In- 
dia, where Bible-believing Chris-

tians have co-operated with Prot- 
estants of various other convic- 
tions in Billy Graham Missions’”’ 
and also with “the obvious sin- 
cerity of Billy Graham in the 
course he has taken.” 

The fact that some souls have 
been saved as the Gospel was 
preached does not mean that God 
is endorsing disobedience and an 
unscriptural evangelistic setup. It 
means simply that the Word of 
God is honored in spite of the 
setup and in spite of the disobedi- 
ence, We must cease to confuse a 
gigantic and spectacular demon- 
stration with the work of God’s 
Spirit. Crowds are not always an 
evidence of the working of God’s 
Spirit—they are sometimes the re- 
sult -of “high-pressure publicity. 
Masses moving forward to make 
some sort of ‘decision for Christ” 
is by no means the same thing as 
great numbers experiencing a new 
birth. The fact that Billy Graham 
leaves liberals and conservatives 
feeling’ themselves -akin and “at 
one” around the person of Christ 
ig certainly no evidence that .the 
Holy Spirit has been. at: work. 


Says vagy Graham--May--Be

tion” and Allowed to Dis- 
obey the Bible 


Now let us return to -the edi- 
toriat. The editor atimits that the 
Bible teaches separation-of Chris- 
tians and non-Christians in the 
work of God; however=faced with 
Billy Graham's. “sincerity” and 
what he considers ‘the obvious 
work” of God’s Holy Spirit in his 
campaigns concludes that God has 
set aside His Word in the case of 
Billy Graham. Because “God 
makes the wrath of men to praise 
Him,” and because “kings und 
premiers and presidents do His 
will, even though they may be 
totally unaware of their involve- 
ment in the divine purposes,” the 
editor believes that God in cur 
day has raised up “non-evangelical! 
ministers to sponsor the preaching 
of the Gospel, to encourage then 
people. to attend and be saved.” 


HIS -concedes that this is per- 
aps a very dangerous view, but 
less dangerous than “to ascribe 
the Spirit’s work to the Devil, to 
bind God up in a package too 
small for Him.” Please note that 
the editor never comes to grips 
with all the issues involved. Is 
Billy Graham right when he ac- 
cepts the sponsorship of unbe- 
lievers and infidels? Is he right 
when he gives Christian recogni- 
tion to men who deny the Lord? 
Is he justified in turning the cards 
of inquirers. over to modernists 
and infidels? The editor of HIS 
does not face these issues. 


It is sufficient for him to con- 


foot, a perfect yard. Other rulers and yardsticks may go 
wrong, but there is a perfect standard by which these may 


be corrected again and again. 


So it is with our clocks. They may lose time or gain. 
And your watch or your clock may be slightly off of stan- 
dard time. But there is always a naval observatory which 
corrects the time and puts it on the wires, so that failures 
and frailties of our clocks and watches can be corrected 


again and again. 


So it is with the blessed Word of God. God’s Word is 
forever settled in Heaven. And God who preserved His Son 
from Herod, God who preserves every Christian so he 
will be kept by the power of God unto salvation eternally, 
this same God preserves His Word. 

The same truth is stated more than once, Psalm 


119, verse 152 says, 


“Concerning thy testimonies [the 


Scriptures], I have known of old that thou hast founded 
them for ever.” It is the will of God and He has predestined 
ahead of time that the Word of God will last forever. 

And so verse 160 in the same Psalm says, “Thy word 
is true from the beginning: and every one of thy righteous 
judgments endureth for ever.” 

God has guaranteed His Word. God will see that the 
Bible, despite the frailties of men and the sins of men, will 
not fail. His true Word will be kept through the centuries 


and will endure forever. 


So we may rejoice that God has given to us His very 
Word, the infallible Scriptures. Our standard translations 
are worthy and reliable translations of this infallible Word 


of God.

where we were standing, laden 
with the emergency equipment.

“Heh, Bwana, this is an evil 
place. It is the house of the witch- 
doctor, Ng’oma.” 

I looked back at that mud- 
plastered, flat-roofed house and it 
seemed to me that, although I 
could see no one, a score of eyes 
were looking at us. The vulture 
stirred uneasily and then flapped 
into the air, flying over us. 

“Yah,” said Daudi, “behold, 
Bwana, it flies on to the village 
of M’bovu, the Chief. Heh, it is 
a bird of bad things. I have fear.’ 

‘There is much that happens in 
this village,” said Samson, “that 
comes straight from the mind of 
Shaitani, the devil.’ 

I swung the wheel hard round, 
and we came through another 
baobab grove into the village, a 
village strangely silent. At this 
hour of the day the women nor- 
mally would be preparing. the 
midday meal.

Again and again it 
echoed. There was the patter of 
bare feet and the grunt of anger 
as someone bumped against a 
hard object.

Un- 
doubtedly, when our first parents 
fell, God marked out the way by 
which man might come to Him; 
Abel walked in God’s way, but 
Cain in his own. You may have 
wondered why Cain’s offering was 
not just as acceptable to Him as 
Abel’s; but one took God’s way 
and the other took his own. Per- 
haps Cain said he could not bear 
the sight of blood, and took that 
which God had cursed, and laid it 
on the altar. Perhaps he said to 
himself, “I shall certainly not 
bring a bleeding lamb. I don't 
like that doctrine at all. Here is 
the grain and the beautiful fruit 
which I have raised by my indus- 
try, and I’m sure it looks better 
than blood.” 


And there are a great many 
Cainites in the church today. They 
are trying to get into Heaven 
their own way. They bring their 
own good deeds to God. They 
prefer what is agreeable to the 


harsh voice called, ‘“Acha-——-Don’t 


do that.” 

I retrieved my hat, jumped into 
the car and blew the horn loud- 
ly. The wild-eyed Africans scur- 
ried for safety as we drove away 
in a cloud of dust. 

“Yoh,” came Daudi’s voice, “be- 
hold, it is surely the hand of God 
that we got away from that place 
without harm. Kah, I had doubts 
when we were there in the dark- 
ness. They could see us and we 
could not see them.” 

The path swung in a wide semi- 
circle. I twisted the wheel and 
before us loomed the baobab tree 
that guarded the witch-doctor’s 
house, Standing in the bright sun- 
light was Ng’oma in his full 
witch-dottor’s rig, a vast, tufted 
head-dress of piebald  bull-skin, 
the leopard’s teeth worn round his 
neck showing starkly against his 
black skin.

Everybody is not 
as smart aS we are. Everybody 
does not have the same _ back- 
eround that we have. Everybody 
was not reared like we were 
reared. 

I held revivals in southern Lou- 
isiana when I was a young fel- 
'ow. Back in those days with the 
Roman Catholic influences in 
southern Louisiana, even Protes- 
tantism was affected. I did not 
understand why they responded in 
such a strange way. 

The preacher said to me one 
day, “It means as much down here 
for them to hold up their hand 
for prayer as it does to go to the 
mourner’s bench in most places.” 

I have preached in England, 
Scotland and Ireland. Something 
does depend on your background. 
You need not expect everybody to 
act like you act under all the cir- 
cumstances that surround you. 
You need not expect everybody to 
do exactly the same thing just the 
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The Blood | 
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prayed, and wept, and groaned, 
I will pass over you,” but “when 
I see the blood.” It was not their 
good resolutions, their tears, their 
prayers, their works, their faith, 
that saved those men in Egypt; it 
was the blood. What were they to 
do to be saved? They were to 
put the blood on the doorposts 
and lintel. 


They were not to put it on the 
threshold. God would not have 
them trample upon the blood. But 
that is what the world is doing 
today. 

Men say it is not the death of 


D. L. Moody, famed evangelist 
who founded Moody Church 


Christ; it is His life. But God 
did not say, ‘“Take a white, spot- 
less lamb, and put it there at the 
front of the door, and when I see 
the lamb I will pass over you. Had 
an Israelite done that, the angel 
of death would have passed by 
the lamb, would have ertered that 
house, would have laid his cold 
hand on the eldest born. A live 
lamb could not have kept death 
out that night; he would have 
fallen a victim like the Egyptian. 

Very likely,,when some of the 
lords and dukes and great men 
rode through Goshen, and saw the 
Israelites sprinkling their dwell- 
ings, they said they never saw 
such foolishness. Very likely they 
thought they were just spoiling 
their houses. Every house had 
blood upon it. No Egyptian could 


Funderstand it. But on that me- 


morable night when Death en- 
terea every house from the palace 
of the king to the hovel of the 
poor, when the wail of sorrow 
went up from that stricken land, 
it was the blood that kept him 
from the homes of Goshen. Yes, 
it is the blood that must cover 
our sins. 

I beg of you, do not let the 
world move you on this point. Let 
it go on mocking, and laughing, 
and making light of the precious 
blood of the Son of God. It is 
our only refuge, our only hope. 
We cannot cover sin by any good 
deeds of our own. 

It is a very common saying, “If 
I were only as good as that man 
who has preached the Gospel for 
fifty years, or that mother in Is- 
rael who has visited the sick and 
been so kind to the poor, I would 
feel safe for Heaven.” 

But I want to say that if you 
are sheltered behind the blood of 
the Son of God, you are as safe 


las any saint that ever walked this 


earth. It is not a long life of good 
deeds that is going to save us. It 
is not our Christian usefulness 
that will ever commend us to God. 
Certainly we must work for 
Christ; certainly it will be better 
for you in the future if you do. 
But that is not salvation. Cer- 
tainly you. must follow Christ; 
certainly you must imitate His 
pure and holy life. I would go fur- 
ther, and say it is an absolute 
necessity you should do so; but 
the life of Christ may be preached 
forever, and if His death be left 
out, it will never save a soul. 
People say you must work, work, 
work, in order to get salvation. 
Ten thousand times no! You get 
it as a gift; “Whosoever will, let 
him take.” You can work as much 
as you like after you have taken 
it. “Work out your own salva- 
tion.” Yes, but that was spoken 
to Christians, people who had it. 
So we must first take the gift and 
then we can work it out. We take 
salvation as a gift and then begin 


to work because we cannot help 


it. All work done before that must 
go for nothing. When the angel 
of death swept through the lanc 
that night, the good and the bad 
were destroyed together. Into ev- 
ery house where the blood was 
not sprinkled, the, destroying an- 
gel came; but wherever the blooc 
was on doorpost or lintel, whether 
they had worked much, or wheth- 
er they had worked none, God 
passed them over. 


The little child in the humblest 
tent was just as safe as Moses or 
Aaron, as Joshua or Caleb, as safe 
as any in the land. God did not 
say, “‘When I see your gilded pal- 
ace, or your beautiful home; when 
I see your goodness, your life of 
service, or your faith .. .” but, 
“When I see the blood, it shall 
be a token.” Not for their own 
sakes, but for Christ's, did He 
pass them by that night. Someone 
has said that the little fly in 
Noah’s ark was just as safe as 
the great elephant. It was that 
ark that saved them both. So 


~ | Christ saves the weak disciple 


just as well as the strong one. 


When you go to a railway sta- 
tion you find all classes of people 
wishing to travel. They have their 
tickets and take their places in 
the cars. When the conductor 
comes to ask for the tickets, he 
does not look to see what or who 
you are. You may be rich or poor, 
learned or unlearned, this cr that; 
he looks for the tickets, and if you 
have your ticket, you pass. ‘The 
ticket is the token. So if you are 
sheltered behind the blood of 
Christ, you may be very ignorant 
or poor in this world, but you are 
as safe as the wisest or wealth- 
iest. . 


A great many people are won- 
dering why they are so weak; why 
they fall so often when tempta- 
tion comes, why so little spiritual 
power is given them. I think you 
will find a lesson in that same 
chapter, in the llth verse, ‘“Thus 
shall ye eat it; with your loins 
girded, your shoes on your. feet, 
and your staff in your hand; and 
ye shall eat it in haste: it is the 
Lord’s Passover.”’ 


They were not only to kill the 
lamb and take the blood and 
sprinkle it on the doorposts, but 
they were to eat of it. That is the 


-way to get spiritual_strength. The 


reason why we are such sickly 
Christians is because we do not 
feed on the Lamb. We have a wil- 
derness journey before us as the 
children of Israel had, and if we 
do not feed upon Christ, we must 
starve by the way. We have not 
only to look to the blood for: safe- 
ty, but we must feed on Christ 
for strength. How much the soul 
needs to be fed! The Lord has 
given Him up for us; He calls 
Himself the Bread of Life. Feed- 
ing upon Christ is feeding on His 
Word. There is no book that will 
feed the soul but the Bible. If I 
feed on the Word of God, I get 
spiritual strength and power. 
Some people think if they get one 
glimpse at Christ it is enough. 
We must live by faith as well as 
be saved by faith. The just shall 
live by faith. 

In verse 2 we read, “This month 
shall be unto you the beginning 
of months: it shall be the first 
month of the year to you.” For 
four hundred years they had been 
serving the king of the Egyptians, 
but God would not let them count 
those years. They must make a 
fresh start, as it were. So all the 
years that we spend in the service 
of the Devil go for naught. Life 
never really begins until we have 
been sprinkled with the blood of 
Christ. Everything dates from the 
blood, and even the Jew has to 
own that the death upon the cross 
was the beginning of days. 

Turn now to Exodus 29:16: 
“And thou shalt slay the ram, 
and thou shalt take his blood, and 
sprinkle it round about upon the 
euar 

I used to read these words of 
the Old Testament, wondering 
what they meant. They were to 
take the blood and sprinkle it 
“round about upon the altar,” 
Now I think I understand it. It 
teaches that there is no way of 
approaching God without coming 
by the blood. It has been so in all 
ages. Even Aaron the high priest 
had to take biood and sprinkle it 
round about upon the altar be- 


fore he could have an interview 
with God-—teaching us the great 
lesson that approach to God nev- 
er has been, never will be, never 
can be, except through the blood 
of the Lamb. 

We have the same _ thing 
brought before us again in the 
10th verse of the 30th chapter: 
“And Aaron shall make an atone- 


ment upon the horns of the altar, . 


once in a year, with the blood of 
the sin offering of atonements; 
once in a year shall he make 
atonement upon it throughout 
your generations: it is most holy 
unto the Lord.” 7 


Atonement means at-one-ment; 
the blood of Christ makes the sin- 
ner and God at one. Before Adam 
fell, God had bound him to the 
throne with a golden chain, which 
was broken by the fall, but Christ 
came down and linked man back 
to God again. At-one-ment—-that 
is what the blood of Christ does; 
it makes atonement. We talk 
about sins being forgiven; they 
are forgiven, but no sin ever com- 
mitted in this world was forgiven 
without being punished. They 
were punished in Christ; He made 
expiation—“‘Who his own self 
bare our sins in his own body on 
the tree.” Think what it cost 
Christ to make expiation. Think 
what it cost God when He had 
to give up His only begotten Son, 
to give Him up to die! 

Turn for a moment to Leviticus 
8:23: “And he slew it; and Moses 
took of the blood of it, and put it 
upon the tip of Aaron’s right ear, 
and upon the thumb of his right 
hand, and upon the great toe of 


-his right foot.” 


That is another verse I used 
to stumble over. What did it 
mean, blood on the ear, blood on 
the hand, blood on the foot? I 
think I understand it now, 

Blood on the ear—without it 
man cannot hear the voice of God. 
No uncircumcised ear can hear 
His voice. Men heard the voice of 
God and said it thundered; they 
did not know the difference. But 
when the blood is applied, men 
know the voice of God—we know 
that it is the voice of our loving 
Father in Heaven. 

Blood on the hand—that a man 
may work for God. Those men 
who think they are working for 
God, and yet-igncre the blood, are 
deceiving their own souls. One 
day they will wake up to find that 
their labor is in vain. Salvation 
is “to him that worketh not. but 
believeth.’’ No man can work his 
way into the kingdom of God. 
They said to Christ, “What shall 
we do that we may work the 
works of God?’ Perhaps. these 
men had got their pockets full of 
money, and were ready and will- 
ing to build churches. “This is 
the work of God,’ said Christ, 
“that ye believe on him whom he 
hath sent.” No man or woman can 
do anything to please God until 
he or she has believed on His 
Son. | 

Blood upon the foot—to walk 
with God. God never walked with 


‘the Israelites until the blood was 


sprinkled in Goshen. Then noth- 
ing could stand before them. 
When they came to the Red Sea, 
it fled at their approach. In the 
wilderness He opened His hand 
and gave them manna to eat. 
When they came to Jordan they 
walked dry-shod through the bed 
of the river, because the Almighty 
God was walking beside them. 
Yes, it was a blood-bought people 
whom God brought into Canaan, 
the promised land. And God will 
walk with every blood-washed sin- 
ner, and no man shall stand be- 
fore Him. 


Why God Demands Blood 

I can imagine some of you say- 
ing, “I do not understand yet 
why God demands blood.” A per- 


‘son said to me, “I hate your God. 


Your God demands blood. I don’t 
believe in such a God. My God 
is merciful to all; I do not know 
your God.” 

But if you will turn to Leviti- 
cus 17:11 you will find why God 
demands blood. “For the life of 
the flesh is in the blood: and I 
have given it to you upon the 
altar to make an atonement for 
your souls: for it is the blood 
that maketh an atonement for the 
soul.” 

Suppose the governor of your 
state did not like any man to be 
deprived of his liberty, and threw 
all the prisons open, and was so 
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way you do it. But we ought to 
get together on something. And 
that is what Dr. John Rice is try- 
ing to get us to do—get together 
on getting people saved! That was 
the. conference they had in Je- 
rusalem and they agreed on the 
program. 


God Has Promised to Preserve 
the Jewish Race 


Now, I cannot find but just 
about three things the Lord said 
He was going to do on this earth 
till Jesus comes. One thing, He 
said He would take care of the 
Jews as a race. God does not 
think any more of an individual 
Jew than He does of an individual 
Gentile. An individual Jew who 
rejects Jesus Christ will die and 
go to Hell just as will an indi- 
vidual Gentile. But God Almighty 
says, “There is one thing I am go- 
ing to do: I am going to preserve 
a race in this world. You cannot 
get rid of it.” When Jesus was 
here, He said that “this genera- 
tion, [the word ‘“genea’”’ means 
breed or stock] shall not pass 
away till all be fulfilled’ (Matt. 
24:34). 


A man was swallowed by a sea 
monster, That was not a miracle. 
There are sea monsters that could 
swallow half a dozen of us and 
not have a breakfast. That was 
not any miracle that Jonah was 
swallowed. The miracle was that 
he was not digested! And the mir- 
acle age is the fact that the Jews 
have been swallowed up by the 
sea of nations and never digested. 


I was in Germany when Hitler 
was going to exterminate the 
Jews just after he came into pow- 
er. But you cannot exterminate 
the Jews. You cannot build 
enough guns and mount them on 
enough battlements. You cannot 
build enough gas tanks. It is ab- 
solutely impossible for the Jewish 
race to be exterminated—it can- 
not be done! God will not let 
them be exterminated. They re- 
jected Jesus. They said, “His 
blood be on us, and on our chil- 
dren” (Matt. 27:25). It is there 
today. His blood is on the skirts 
of Gentile nations, too. His blood 
is on the skirts of every man who 
rejects Jesus Christ! They suffer 
it. 

Titus, in A. D. 70, took: little 
babies by the heels and dashed 
their little brains out on walls, 
and ravished the women. They 
said, ‘We'll kill all of them.” But 
the Jew is still here. God said, 
‘T will take care of them.’ God 
takes care of His own. There is 
not one promise in this Bible that 
God ever broke. ‘Heaven and 
earth shall pass away: but my 
words shali not pass away” (Mark 
13:31). This Bible, hoary with 
age of centuries, written with the 
finger of inspiration, born on Si- 
nai and completed amid the thun- 
ders of the apocalypse—this Book 
says God would take care of the 
Jews. He has done it! 

They went back on Him, walked 
out on Him, rejected their Mes- 
siah, and spat in His face. 


God Has Promised to Save All 
_.Who Trust the Lord Jesus 
Christ As Saviour 


What else- did God say He 
would do? He said He would save 
everybody who would accept His 
, Son. “Come unto me, all ye ends 
of the earth and be ye _ saved” 
(Isa. 45:22). If you know anybody 
in this country whom nobody else 
wants, go tell the poor devil that 
Jesus Christ would like to have 
him: He said He would save him. 
“I am the way; I am the truth; 
I am _ the life.” (John 14:6). 
“There is salvation in no other 
name” (Acts 4:12). “Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature” (Mark 16: 
15). “Lo, I am with you” (Matt. 
28:20)! The gospel is the power 
of God, the dynamite of God, 
God’s high explosive, God’s nitro- 
glycerin! God’s power is_ there, 
God’s dynamite. 

I walk down the street; I see 
a stick of dynamite yonder. There 
is enough power in that stick of 
dynamite to blow up a town; but 
it is there, silent and still in bed. 
A man comes along and says, “I 
wonder if it will burn?” He 
strikes a match, touches the fuse 
and blows up the town. There was 
power there! 


That is the gospel. Lay the 
Book on the table and leave it 
there. There is enough power in 
one of these gospel promises to 
blow up the worlds. We leave it 
there. But one day a poor sinner 
comes along and the preacher 
says, “This is’ God’s dynamite. 
Come on now, try it. Strike a 
match, a little match of faith— 
just a little bit, just a spark. You 
haven’t much, but come on, come 
on, come on, Strike the match. 
Light it, light it! Touch the fuse.” 
He touches the fuse, and it blows 
the devil out of him! God’s dyna- 
mite! 

He said He would save all who 
come to Him. I have seen them 
come. Old ones and young ones. 
Moral and immoral. Murderers on 
their way to electric chairs. 
Thieves and liars behind bars. I 
have seen drunken bums stagger 
into the arms of Jesus and get 
sober. Women of the underworld 
leaving a slimy trail of lust and 
degeneracy down every alley of 
the city—I have seen them come 
to Jesus Christ. When they come 
to Him, He would take them in 
a moment of time and make them 
as pure as the purest snow, I 
have seen them come to Him. 


I have seen the thieves come to 
Him. Anybody can come! Go to 
the home of a rich man, listen in 
vain for footfalls on carpet floors 
and look at beautiful pictures on 
magnificent walls. Sit beneath 
gorgeous chandeliers of trembling 
crystal gracing the walls like bou- 
quets of diamonds.

“Come unto me.” Christianity is 
Christ and Christ is Christianity! 
All a sinner needs is Jesus, You 
say, “I need forgiveness.” I know; 
that is the reason you need Je- 
sus. “I need a clean heart.” I 
know; that is the reason you need 
Jesus. There is only one difference 
between a sinner and a saint. A 
sinner does not have Christ, and 
a saint has Him. But brother, that 
is a big difference. That is the 
difference between Heaven and 
Hell.

He said He would save us. 
What else did He say? He said 
He would take care of everybody 
who would -trust Him. He said, 
“All things work together for 
good to them that Icve God” 
(Rom. 8:28). “All things...”

The sun comes up in the 
morning for us. It goes down at 
night behind the western skies. 
God pulls down the curtain of 
night and the sun sets for us. All 
the rivers run into the sea for us. 
All the flowers bloom for us. God 
hitches all human hatred to the 
chariot of His purpose for our 
lives. There is no lash that was 
ever laid on the back of a child 
of God that was not put there— 
even by the hand of the Devil— 
but what God Almighty takes the 
scar and turns it into a star to 
put in your crown.

You are a good salesman, Moody, 
I would like to make an evange- 
list out of you.” 


Moody says, “I can’t think of 
anything better than that!” Peo- 
ple said, “Crazy Moody; quit the 
shoe business for preaching! Cra- 
zy Moody! He’s crazy, he’s bugs! 
He has bats in his belfry! He has 
missed his trolley!: He is off of 
his kazip!” 

God said, “Don’t pay any atten- 
tion to them, Moody. Don't no- 
tice them. You remember on the 
day of Pentecost they thought 
they were drunk. And they said I 
was beside myself. They said that 
Paul was crazy because he knew 
so much. Remember? They said 
he was gone mad from learning. 
Don’t bother, Moody. The world 
doesn’t know sanity when it sees 
it. Pay no attention to them, You 
are not bugs. You are doing big 
business. Shoe business is little 
business. Soul winning is the big- 
gest business any man can do. Go 
to it!” So Moody put one hand on 
Europe and one hand on America 
and lifted these countries higher 
than any man who has lived for a 
hundred years. 

Down South churches got aw- 
fully formal. In Georgia there was 
a little drunken drayman by the 
name of Sam Jones. God watched 
him drive his dray and He said, 
“If he would just get right and 
sober up, he could be something! 
These bishops in the Methodist 
church are building machinery 
and the presiding elders are out 
bringing in the conference collec- 
tions. We had better have some- 
body.” 

God said, “Sam, Sam! Would 
you like to work for Me? I need 
you.” 

(Say, isn’t it.an honor for God 
to call a ‘man? Talk about fight- 
ing a.call! Why JI am-‘so glad 
that God called me when I was a 
child!) 

So Sam Jones got on fire for 
God! I doubt if any man ever 
stood on a platform on this con- 
tinent that had what Sam Jones 
had in his personality. He did not 
know as much Bible as some of 
them. When I was a boy just 
starting out, (Sam _ died about 
that time) everywhere I would 
go somebody would tell me some- 
thing about Sam. 

A doctor in Chattanooga, Ten- 
nessee, said, “I heard him one 
night. The thing had got so ser- 
jous that the preachers who had 
him there said, ‘Sam, we think 
we have made a mistake in having 
this meeting.’ Official church 
members in the whisky business 
had been on the preachers; and if 
you ever want to see a scared 
man, just get a scared preacher. 
(Dr. Rice speaks up: “Been get- 
ting money from. the. wrong 
crowd’). 

“They said, ‘We are going to 
cancel the meeting.’”’ This doctor 
said, “An old preacher told me 
that a roommate of Sam’s said, 
‘You know, Sam said, “All right, 
gentlemen, I’m going to shoot 
in the same old hole as long as 
I am here.” He said, ‘Sam got 
on his knees and stayed there 
until church time.’ He said, ‘I 
watched him walk on the platform 
and he looked as if he were walk- 
ing on banks of air. He threw 
banks of dynamite over that 
building and it came burning and 
exploded before it got to the hear- 
ers.’ ”’ 

This doctor said, “I was a young 
man. When I found myself, I was 
standing and don’t know when I 
got up. I looked back at the crowd 
and everybody in the building was 
standing—standing there like 
dead men, pale as death. When 
Sam finished, the crowd moved 
in a body to the front.” 

A drunken drayman had said to 
God, “I'll help you, God. What 
little I can do, tell me!” 

Years passed. One day there 
was a fellow on a baseball dia- 
mond running bases. God said, 
“Look how fast that fellow can 


run.. If he were a preacher, he 
would hustle.” God says, “Bill, 
hello, Bilt! I am calling you, Bill!” 

Bill said, “All right, I can’t 
preach, I have no sermons.” The 
most timid man I ever knew was 
Billy: Sunday. I came to know 
him intimately and well. He had 
the kindest, most humble heart I 
think I ever knew to beat in any- 
body’s bosom. I knew him well. 

You know, God is up against it 
today, brethren. We are so busy 
at everything except the main 
thing. 

“We ought to build a new 
church. That will solve our prob- 
lems.”

You cannot 
solve God’s problems with a pipe 
organ and choirs dressed in caps 
and gowns, though there may be 
nothing wrong with it.

Torrey—Years ago I came to 
this town for an evangelistic con- 
ference over on the square out 
here by John Brown's school.

He had a very 
clear, gifted, logical mind, His 
heart was as warm as the heart 
of a little child reaching out -her 
arms for mother. 


I have known them all. Every 
one of them was slandered. They 
were lied about. They were mis- 
represented. Everything they said 
about one they said about the rest 
of them. They said everything 
against Moody that they said 
against Billy Sunday. They — ac- 
cused him of preaching for money 
—everything that could be said 
mean about the best of them. Do 
you know why that is? The Devil 
is against God’s program. Every 
evangelist challenges God’s people 
to do God’s job on earth and the 
Devil says, “Let’s stop them.”

lism. Bible teaching that bloats 
up the folks and gives them re- 
ligious gout is a letter of the law 
that kills! There is no program 
but evangelism. That is all God 
is doing .now, for the Holy Ghest 


is getting a bride for His Son. 


That is all! 

That is the reason the Devil 
fights.us. I have known practical- 
ly all the evangelists. who have 
lived in America for fifty years. 
They were not perfect men. Man 
is never perfect in this world. 
But the sweetest, purest,. kind- 
est, most unselfish men I have ev- 
er known have been evangelists. 

Now, wait! It is an unprotected 
field, Anybody can be an evange- 
list and you cannot say no. Any- 
body can start out-—man or wom- 
an, and announce, “I am an evan- 
gelist.”’ The papers laugh at them 
and ridicule them—Evangelist So- 
and-So!” But you take all of 
them. 

Moody lived and died without 
reproach, with spotless reputation, 

George Stuart said about Sam 
Jones, “I was with him day and 
night for years.’’ He said, “Bob, 
he was the whitest soul I have 
ever seen.” There were great men 
down south when I was a boy, 
above reproach. 

Chapman; they called him the 
kid-glove © evangelist — cultured,

There He found a poor fellow and 
He said, ‘Why don’t vou get in 
when the water is troubled? You 
know the one who gets in first 
gets well.’ 

He said, ‘I know it. They bring 
me here every day and leave me. 
The water gets troubled, but I am 
helpless. I try to get.in and some- 
body beats*me in. I’ve nobody to 
help me.’ 

Where are they? Well, the rest 
of them are going up to. the tem- 
ple with a red hymn book under 
one arm and a Bible under the 
other and smell heresy! One of 
them says, “I like So-and-So bet- 
ter than I do So-and-So. I agree 
with him about the Anti-Christ. I 
think he is right. And So-and-So 
has fixed the boundaries of the 
Roman Empire according to my 
thinking.” I have a contempt for 
a Christian who is able to find 
the boundaries of the Roman Em- 
pire and cannot find a man next 
door to his home going to Hell! 
It°is a lot easier for me to find 
men going to Hell than it is to 
find the boundaries of the Roman 
Empire! 


Only One Real Job for Every 
Christian: Soul Winning 


Men and women, there is just 
one job. So we are agreed at this 
conference. And that is God’s job. 
“Let your light shine.” What for? 
“So man will see your good works 
and glorify your Father.” “‘Ye are 
my witnesses.’”’ What for? Just to 
strut? No, no! So somebody will 
want to be saved. 

You are a good teacher. What 
for? “Tell these people that you 
teach to get out after souls. Tell 
them I have a special crown for 
the soul winner. And you go out 
and set an example.’ 

A fellow comes to my school 
and says, “I’m not called to be an 
evangelist; I’m called to teach.” 
Wait just a minute. Let’s get this 
program in our mind, friends. 
“When Jesus Christ ascended on 
high and led captivity captive 


|now, notice, I am giving you the 
words!, he gave gifts unto men. 
[notice] He gave some, prophets; 
some, apostles; some, evangelists; 
and some, teachers and pastors; 
[what for?| To perfect the saints 
unto the work of the ministry” 
(Eph, 4:8, 11, 12). 

The work of the ministry is as 
much the work of a man in the 
pew as it is to the man in the 
pulpit. The evangelist’s job is to 
win souls, of course, but. his job 
is to stir you up to win them. 'The 
teacher’s job firstly is to win 
souls, but a teacher’s job is to stir 
you up and teach you to do it. 
There is no program except the 
evangelistic program. That is 
God’s job. That is what the Holy 
Spirit is doing in this world, He 
came down here to woo me to 
Jesus, convict of sin! 


Say, let’s get back on the main 
line and cut out this foolishness. 
If you have not had a revival in 
your church, go home and have 
one. And if your church will not 
let you have one, chase the devil 
out of them and say you can have 
one. Let’s do the job. 


I sometimes think maybe God 
could use my strength. I am about 
the last one left of the old gang. 
They are all dead. I saw Mordecai 
Ham the other day. He has had 
a great ministry. At a time when 
there was very little evangelism 
he set up his tabernacle in towns 
and held great revivals. Nearly 
all the crowd is dead. 


I am going to Winona Lake this 
summer, the Lord willing, for 
their great Bible conference. I am 
to speak six times, I think. But 
my yang will not be there. Most 
of them are dead. I started young- 
er than the rest of them. 


I did not build a college for 
anything in the world except to 
train soul Winners and make soul- 
winning material for Jesus Christ. 
A school that does not do that is 
not Christian. 


There are two words that you 
ought to remember. The one word 
is vocation and the other word is 
avocation.’ Vocation is your main 
business. Avocation is your side 
line. , 

Somebody says to a man, “What 
is your vocation?” 

He says, “Soul winning; and my 
avocation is what I do to make a 
living while I win souls.” 

Your vocation as a_ preacher, 
your vocation as a Christian is 
to win men and women to Jesus 
Christ, and your avocation is. the 
kind of work you do to make a 
living while you do soul winning. 
You have no other job. That is 
your only business. Everything 
else is a sideline. 

When a preacher goes off to a 
theological seminary and _ they 
turn a soul winner into an execu- 
tive instead of a soul winner and 
a preacher, that seminary ceases 
to be Christian. What this country 
needs is a mighty evangelistic 
preaching crusade! If we had in 
America, with: the evangelists God 
els raising up, about fifty Jona- 
than Edwards scattered around— 
just about fifty of them—this 
country might be saved. 

I will soon be an old man. I 
am not fighting any battle for 
myself. I am trying to help punch 
up the evangelistic fires in these 
days that may be the last days. 
You may have to seal your own 
testimony with your blood. It may 
be that God will create great dif- 
ficulties to make soul winners out 
of some of us. Persecution might 
help some of us. We have a sort 
of a hothouse Christianity in this 
country. 

Why, even in the tribulation 
that is coming to this world at 
the end of the age, when men 
are going ta die by the thousands 
for preaching the gospel and for 
accepting it, uncounted multitudes 
will be saved. John turned the 
prophetic telescope toward the 
sky and said, ‘Who are all those 
folks? What a big crowd. So 
many of them you can’t count 
them. Who are they?’ And some- 
body said, “These are they that 
came up through the great tribu- 
lation” (Rev. 7:14). 


The world is in distress. Men! FR 


are scared. to death. There is no 
hope outside of God and they 
know it. What a chance we have! 
Let’s get on the job for God. 
PRAYER: Blessed Jesus, this is 
the best I can do for You. I am 
ashamed I cannot do more. You 
have done so much for me. When 
I think of Your hands and feet 


and sides, think of that blessed, 
sweet face of Yours that men spat 


on and think how you went out in 
Gethsemane and _ sweat those 
great drops of blood there, how 
You died on the cross, how you 
told us to go into the world and 
preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture and You promised to be with 
us. We have just been so lazy and 
so good-for-nothing, so interested 
in an easy chair and standing in 
with the machine and organiza- 
tion, we thought about ourselves 
instead of about Thee. Some of 
us have made such a mess of our 
ministries. I am sorry I have not 
done better. I do not know how 
long I will be here, Jesus. If there 
is anything an old man can do, I 
wish You would call on me. I do 
not want to be stale towards the 
end. 

Let the power of God fall upon 
us here tonight. Let something 
happen to us while our heads are 
bowed; let something come into 
us that has not been there for a 
long time; let fires break out in 
our hearts. Give us a passion. 

Lord, we are not praying for 
technique, we are praying for pas- 
sion. For Christ’s sake. Amen.
